During the beat times there are always from two to three per cent of 
unemployed even in the skilled trades. Capitaliam could not exist without 
a reserve army of the unemployed. 

Whenever that reserve army gets below a certain limit, capitaliam and 
the employers in general cry for help. They yell for more immigration. 
Then they demand not only the immigration of European laborers, but Che 
importation of Chinamen. Japs, Hindoos, etc.—anything to create a reserve 
army of the unemployed and to keep down wages. 

In short, the capitalist system is based upon a certain number of srork- 
ingmen being unemployed at all times. 


Now. the Roman Catholic church is in politics. It is reaching out to 
get control of our public school system. 

Yet everybody knowa that the public schools have no more bitter 
enemy than the Roman Catholic church-—just aa the public schools have no 
warmer friends than the Social-Democrats, s free and good education being 
one of the cardinal principles of our party the world over. 


Tuesday's primary election in Milwaukee was practically a defeat of 
one-half of the nonpartisan candidates, who were Social-Democrats. 

It was a fight in which the Roman Catholic church, the daily press, the 
grafters, ant^ everybody who had a selfish motive or any ax to grind— 
ilood united against the worVing class'as Veprcfcnted by the four-non¬ 
partisan candidates for the school board who were known to be Social- 
Democrats. 

Moreover, our organixation has not adjusted itself to the new law, 
paased especially to hamper us.

Thiu an artificial orer-production is created every year. Now. this 
over-production really means an under-consumption, because the worldog 
class cannot consume aa much as it should. 

The result is that noi all the goods that have been produced arc sold.' 
There is a remainder fron.' year to year, which accumulates. This finally 
results in an industrial crisi* (or panic, ss it is called) at regular intenra^ 


This creates a very peculvr situation in Milwaukee. It is a situation 
that could only be paralleled if Liberals, Protestants and opponents of the 
parochial schools tried to run the Roman Catholic schoola If diat were 
the case, we should hear the priests howl—although the state, being inter¬ 
ested in the education of its citiaens, would really have a good deal more 
excuse for controlHng the Roman Catholic schools than the Roman Cath¬ 
olic church has for controlling the ^blic schools. 

However, we are absolutely satiafied to have Roman Catholics take 
care of their own schoola, and we do not want to interfere with them at all 
we resent their attempt to capture ours, since we know that they are 
bitterly opposed to them. The Roman Catholic clergy on every occasion 
denounces the public echools ss (jodless, immoral and devilish.

They were willing, 
eager, to sacrifice the vital fluid of 
their bodies for the meant to su^ 
port life. They came to sell their 
blood for bread, in the most literal 
significance of the phrase. 

This wa* the extremity to which 
out beautiful industrial system had

could also hindle tobacco, magazines, stationery, etc. Tbat’a why 
this line of gooda waa added. 

The book and tobacco department being necessarily located In 
the basement'leaves us without show windows and a direct atreet en> 
trance, making It rather difficult to locate and find the entrance. That
